LIFE STORY OF ANITA HENMING, 
THE DARK BEAUTY OF VASSAR 


The Most Beautiful, Brilliant and Charming Graduate

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 21.—This is the 
story of Anita Hemming of Vassar, ’97. 
In all the news of the past week there 
has been nothing more dramatic than 
the story of this woman and the sud- 
den revelation of the secret she had kept 
|} 80 well. The public was told that one of 
'the most beautiful, the most brilliant and 
most charming graduates of this year’s class 
at Vassar was a negro girl. The public was 
intensely interested, but to none did the 
revelation come with such overwhelming 
surprise as to the classmates with whom 
Miss Hemming had been so closely asso- 
| clated for four years. In no mind until 
| recently had there been the slightest sus- 
| picion of the truth. 


The story of her college life and of the

in the splendid triumph of this young 
| woman who came into life so heavily hand- 
icapped for the career she has achieved.

She entered the Prince Gram- 
mar School, where she is remembered as 
one of its brightest pupils. At the end of 
two years she was graduated at the head 
of her class. This honor secured her en- 
trance to the Girl’s English High School, 
where for four years she gained new laurels 
and wore them modestly. 

Just at this time she met the woman who 
has probably had most influence on the 
voung girl’s life. This woman was a phil- 
anthropist. She met Anita at Trinity 
Church, Boston, where the girl had been 
a communicant since childhood, and became 
deeply interested. She suggested college, 
and in the contemplation of this delight 
the girl almost forgot her peculiar rela- 
tions of the warld of ideas at achievements 
and white skins. 

She entered Moody’s School at Northfield, 
and it is at this point that her career may 
be said to have really begun. She was 
at this time a girl of twenty, with a beau- 
tiful face, a splendid intellect and a habit 
of introspection. Her parents mingled 
wholly with their colored friends, and her 
home life had brought her into contact 
with the people of her own race. The line 
between her and the life she wished to 
lead seemed very sharply drawn. There 
was nothing about her to suggest her negro 
blood. Her skin was a clear olive, her eyes 
soft and dark, her hair straight as an In- 
dian’s. Her figure and carriage perfect. 
She looks like a Spanish or Italian girl.

NDW YORK, Aug. 21.—It ie now believed 
that the chief conspirator In the abduction 
of little Johnnie Conway at Albany was 
Albert 8. Warner, a former St. Loulsan. He 
is supposed to be the New York lawyer 
who has been so frequently referred to. 

There is no longer any doubt that the 
conspiracy to kidnap the boy was origi- 
nated in New York, and from facts gath- 
eret by your correspondent it is certain 
that Albert S. Warner furnished the brains 
and secured the men for the work and en- 
gineered the plot. 

It ts quite certain that this was but the 
beginning of a general scheme of kidnap- 
ping children for ransom. The Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent had a long talk with 
the man to whom Warner outlined the con- 
spiracy, and the facts all go to show that 
Warner ig the stamp of man to attempt 
work of this sort on a vast scale, while 
belleving himself secure from punishment. 
The blackmailing schemes in which he was 
recently concerned and various petty 
schemes show that he has always sought 
to protect hisnself from the law, though 
he is now under bai] to appear for trial 
on a charge of extortion. 

He has a low order of cunning, considera- 
ble nerve at times and a plausible way of 
inducing others to aid him in different 
ways or to secure their aid by threatening 
them.

The information connecting Warner wit 
the kidnapping case was furnished the 
District Attorney hy Lawyer William N. 
Leow. When Warner was arrested on the 
‘charge of extortion, on July 19, Leow was 
retained to defend him. On August 7 War- 
ner disclosed a plan to kidnap children in 
the northern part of the State for ransom. 
Leow thought nothing of It, until he read 
in the papers of the kidnapping of the Con- 
way child. Then he telegraphed the euthor- 
ities at Albany. 

Leow also recalis the fact that Warner's 
office was often visited by a man named 
Blake. It was evident that Warner was 
the chief conspirator, for he planned a 
scheme by which he thought himaclf secure 
from punishment if the kidnapping case 
fatied. Warner is still at large, but hourly 
news of his shady transactions are heard, 

Warner was born at Batavia and is 
about 4 years old. He was the oldest son 
of the cashier of the Farmers’ Bank. He 
studied law in Buffalo. He went from Buf- 
falo to New York about fifteen years ago 
and hia parents moved to New York soon 


afterwards. aes:

He Figured in a Queer Brokerage Busi- 
ness and in Other Suspicious Affairs. 


Albert 8. Warner came to 8t. Louls about 
three years ago, and was assoctated with 
aman named Wright, !n a loan, brokerage 
and exéhange business. They had an of- 
fice in the Fagin building and advertised 
to exchange out of town property for city 
lots, as well as to exchange cigare and bug- 
gies for real estate. 

One day Warner claimed that his partner 
had absconded, taking with him some §).,-

tigation by the Post-Dispatch of the firm's 
methods of doing business.

Complainta came that when loans were 
applied for on real estate a fee was de- 
manded for examining the title.

In some cases loans were actually made, 
and Warner claimed that they were re- 
fused only when the title to the property 
was clouded, and that In such cases the 
fee for examining the title waa legitimate.

They were of the ‘%-fer”’ 
variety, but when exchanged for property 
they were charged up at 8% per thousand. 
A certificate scheme was also worked in 
conjunction with the cash sales of the 
smokes. The firm sold the certificates, 
which called. for 1,000 cigars at the factory 
if accompanied by $10, which was about the 
market price of the cigars. The cigars were 
méstly exchanged for property which could 
not be readily sold in the open market.

BLAKE NEARLY LYNCHED. 


Only the Bold Stand Taken by Alba- 
ny’s Mayor Saved His Neck. 


Epectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 21.—The kidnap- 
ping of the Conway child here has brought 
to I'ght the exietence of an infamous gang 
of kidnappers whose plan was to steal 
children of wealthy people, hold them for 
ransom, and kill them if ransom was re- 
fused. or !f the gang was too closely pur- 
gued, It wae a revival of the plan of the 
abductors of Charley Ross, since the fail- 
ure of which this particular form of crime 


has been abandoned. 

The boy’s uncle, Joseph M. Hardy, to- 
gether with H. G. Blake, a gambler, and 
@ third man, said to be a well-known New 
York lawyer, were the consp'rators. The 
two former are under arrest, and the pol ce 
are confident of capturing the lawyer. 

Rlake was arrested at Schenectady and 
narrowly escaped lynching on his arrival 
here. Only ‘he bold stand taken by Mayor 
Thatcher prevented it. Blake ‘s the man 
who wrote the note to Conway demandirg 
the $3.000 ransom money, and signed himself 
“The Captain of the Gang.”

SEDALIA. Mo., Aug. 21.—After waiting In 
vain several weeks for Conm:essman J&ams 
Coon-y of the Seventh Missouri District to 
furnish the depositors of the suspended 
First National Bank of Se(aiia with the 
aveaes that led to its fa'lure May 4, 18, 
with a shortage of nearly one-half mii- 
lion dollars, Hon. James H. Eckels, Comp- 
trolier of the Treasury, has furn’shed the 
information in a communication, 
over his own signature, addressed to Mr. 
Cooney, and a copy of whch was to-day 
placed at the disposal of your correspond nt 
by W. A Latimer, national bank ex2m- 
iner, who is also receiver of the suspendcd 
institution. 
In his communication, Mr. Eckels places 
tnited States Senator Georg» G. Vest in 
an unenviable light, accuses Congressman 
Cooney of acting in bad fa'th in order to 
make s point with his Sedalia constitu- 
ency, explodes the theory of alleged collu- 
sion upon the part:of Government officials 
with the officers of the cefunct bank, and 
shows conclusively that Receiver. Lat:mer 
has managed the affairs of the bank in the 
best manner possible for the interests of 
the depositors. 
Comptroller Eckel’s communication con- 
tains about 3,000 words, and fully covers 
every point in the resolution introduced 
by Mr. Cooney tn the House of Representa- 
tives the day before the close of the re- 
cent special session of Congress, asking for 
congressional investigation, which resolu- 
tion was refered to the Committee on Bank- 
ing and Currency. Comptroller Bekels says 
that the claimants who demand congres- 
sional investigation number only fifty-nine, 
representing $56,233.09, as against a total li- 
ability of $428,857.05, representing 708 claim- 
ants, while the present liability is $240,453.58. 
After indorsing the work of the receiver, 
Latimer, the Comptroller says, that Mr. 
Latimer was sent here in April, 18%, to 
examine the bank’s condition, but United 
States Senator George G. Vest called at the

THE GREAT KING OF BENIN. 


Bows at Last in Humble Subm)ssion to 
the British, 


LAGOS, West Coast of Africa, Aug. 21.—

EYE GRIMES 
FULL OF LEAD, 


He and Thomas Shea Fought 
Out Their Quarrel in a 
Back Yard. 


IT WAS ALL ABOUT A WOMAN. 


THEY FOUGHT WITH DIVERS 
WEAPONS BEFORE SHEA 
USED HIS REVOLVER.

GRIMES WANTED NO ETHER. 


He Was Proud of Being Tough and He 
Showed It When the Surgeons 
Prepared to Dress His 
Wounds. 


Richard, alias Rad ye, Grimes was prob- 
@bly fatally shot by Thomas Shea in the 
yard back of Shea's home, 1116 North High 


gtreet at 9 o'clock last night. 
One bullet passed through the right shoul- 
‘ @er and the other lodged in the back In the 
region of the right lung. 


The shooting was the outcome of an old 
quarrel. Each accused the other of break- 
ing up his home. 
could not be found last night by the po- 
lice. 

Detective Jack Williams, who worked 
from headquarters on the case, believes that 
Shea is a brother of the notorious Jack 
Shea, who, after killing a policeman in 
1881, escaped from the jail three times and 
eubsequently from four different peniten- 
tiaries, and is now serving a ninety-nine- 
yenr sentence at Jefferson City. 

The yard back of Shea’s home ehows un- 
mistakable evidence of a fierce struggle. 

Shea was @ peddler, when he worked, and 
@o was Grimes. Shea's wagon and vege- 
table crates are scattered all over the place, 
and blood ts in such profusion that it is be- 
lieved that Shea, who escaped, was badly 
cut by Grimes. 

Mra. Thurman, who lives next door to 
Bhea, was a witness of the tragedy. She 
says she saw Grimes come up the alley and 
enter Shea’s yard. He walked up to the 
back door, and without knocking entered. 

Mrs. Thurman said that Grimes had only 
been in the house a minute when she heard 
loud talking inside; then there was a scuf- 
fie and in a minute they came rolling out 
of the house and fought about the yard, 


throwing at each other whatever they 
could put thetr hands on. 

Shea finally forced Grimes up to the back 
door, and both men fell and rolled Over on 


the doorstep in each other's arms, 

Shea broke away, got to his feet and after 
tak.ne three or four steps backward drew 
his revolver and tired five times at Grimes, 
who had not regained his feet. 

When the chambers in his revolver were 
empty Shea ran out the alley. 

Grimes got up and feit of the two bullet 
wounds, and then walked out of the front 

ate into High street. He walked-over to 
Vash etreet and then west, intending to go 

‘to his home at 1738 Division street, but when 
he got in front of No. 4 engine house on 
Wash street he suffered so intensely that he 
reached for a chair and asked that an am- 
bulance be sent for. He was taken to the 
Oity Hospital. 

Capt,.Joyce, who worked on the case last 
night, eaid that some time ago Shea re- 


ported to him that Grimes was intimate 
wth Mrs. Shea, but the Captain eays he 
had always been unable to find Mrs. Shea. 
There was liitie doubt in h.s mind that 
Shea's relations with Mrs. Grimes had 
broken up the Grimes home. Grimes has 


been living with his father and sister on 
Joiv.8.0n sireet and had often remarked that 
Shea had ruined his home. 

(jrimes has served two terms In the Work- 
house, once for vagrancy when he could 
not be convicted of larceny and again for 
@ssault. 

If Shea is a brother of Jack Shea he has 
Served several terms in the Work-house.

Appeal Sent by Cable to the Queen 
Regent in Behalf of Signora 
Cesneros. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 21.—It is 
probabie that a convention will be nego- 
tiated between Spain and the United States 
for the settlement of claims on account of 
the Cuban trouble by a claims commission 
eimilar to that appointed In 1871, which set- 
tled the claims of citizens of both countrieg 
after the war of that time. It can be stat- 
ed that although numerous claims of 
American citizens against the Government 
of Spain for injuries done their persons 
and property in the island of Cuba during 
the present revolution have been filed with 


the State Department, no formal] presenta- 
tion of these claims has been made to the 
Spanish Government by the Secretary of 
State, although as goon as these claims 
have been filed at the State Department a 
notice of such filing has been presented to 
the Foreign Office at Madrid. 

It is doubtful under the present circum- 
stances, whether, if any, formal presenta- 
tion of the claims were made at this time, 
Spain would recognize it. The administra- 
tion is, therefore, resolved to follow the 
precedent in the matter and to wait the 
cessation of hostilities and meanwhile to 
negotiate a treaty or convention for the 
appointment of a claims commission. 

Gen. Woodford, in his instructions, was 
directed to negotiate such a convention as 
was arranged by Gen. Sickles with the 
Spanish Government in 1871.

He arrived here Thursday, having walked 
the entire distance over the Iron Mountain 
Railroad tracks. He started in at the bor- 
ders of Carondelet to seek for work of any 
description. All the way through the old 
French town he applied for employment, 
but at every point he met with discourag- 
ment. He was willing to work for any- 
thing, provided he could send a few cents 
to the helpless family at Sulphur Springs. 
Everywhere he applied he found the same 
story of over-crowded shops or lack of 
work, and Thursday evening, footsore, hun- 
ery and discouraged, he sq@ight a couch on 
the greensward of Lyon park. 

He arose Friday weak from a hungry and 
sleepless night, almost tempted to give up 
the hopeless struggle. The thought of the 
helpless ones in the little nest at home, 
however, nerved him to a final effort and

Dr. J. O. Ducker’s first wife, Mrs. Nan- 
nie Tallis Perry, Is not surprised that her 
former husband !s under arrest in Chicago 
for conspiring to: get Charles FE. Hill to 
throw vitriol into the face of the present 
Mrs. DucKer. 

In 1885 Dr. Ducker meet Miss Tallis of St. 
Louts, whose pet name wns Dalsy, in Louisi- 
ana. Mo. She was young, beautiful and 18, 
had just inherited a fortune of $80,000 from 
a relative, and had Cilamonds worth $10,000, 
She was the daughter of Thomas Tall's, a 
prominent politician in St. Louts before the 
war, and afterwards one of the largest con- 
tractors in the city. 

Dr. Ducker was handsome, and had a 
practice as large as any other doctor In 
Loulsiana. 

The courtship was brief and spirited and 
ended in a wedding. Six yvears later they 
were divorced, Mrs, Ducker was left penni- 
less. 

She opened a boarding house on Olive 
etreet in St. Louls. There she married her 
last husband, from whom she is also di- 
vorced, 

Mrs. Perry is now thé head of the milll- 
nery department in the Grand-Leader. Her 
mother, the aged widow of Thomas Tall.s, 
bas a little property, and the old lady and 
Mrs. Perry live ip a neat little home, 6987 
Wells avenuc.

The letter 
is printed with pen, and reads:

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have your favor of the 6th inst., asking me to analyze for the Post-Dispatch the 
Statement of assessments of railroads in Miesouri for the current year: and asking, 
is the claim of an advance of $3,000,000 correct; and further asking, is the present as- 
sessment an approach to a just assessment? 

In answer to the first question, I have no means of.knowing whether an advance 
of $3,000,000 has been made or not, only from the statements in the public press, and 
I think that statement shows an increase of $3,399,047 in the assessment of railroads, 
telegraph lines, bridges and private cars, over the sessment of the same kind of 
property in 1896. This is correct, 


An Unjust Assessment. 

In answer to your second question, is the -present assessment en approach to a 
just assessment? I answer without any hesitancy that, in my judgment, it pei 
and I take pleasure in laying before the public, through the columns eee eit ; 
Dispatch, my reasons for this opinion on this much-vexed question. As a4 ward ng 
point in this examination I will take the census year—189. The porarns pete = _— 
railroads to the Census Bureau shows the value of railroad property in > aie anes oe 
that year to be $300,000,000. They were assessed that year for taxation a tion was

If the railroads wére so grossly undervalued for taxation In 1 they have ever since 
been and are now as aden B® aadareanael, and hence the present assessment of rail- 
roads is as unjust and as unfair as was the assessment of 189. Since 1889 there has 
been built In M ssouri, according to the report of the Ra‘lroad Commissioners of sane 
up to and Including that year, 602 miles of railroad, and with the power to adjus 
rates to suit themselves, the railroad comipanies have taken very great care that no 
matter who shall suffer, the'r pound of flesh must be exacted, though their victim 
(the public) bleed to death. Does anyone pretend to say that 5 per cent on the sum of 
$300,000,000 is not a fair remuneration compared with the profits of other industries? 


Every person who travels on the car may be required to pay in advance; ever ound 
of fre'ght is held until their charges are pald, so that in this regard the ilroad 
companies d ffer from all other business institutions in that they make no bad debts. 


If the crop is short they put up the rates; if the crop is large they put up the rate, so 
no matter whe'her misfortune or blessing be the lot of the producer, the railroad 
Stands ever ready to take it all. 


Comparison With Farm Assessments. 

I now propose to make some comparisons on the subject of taxation in Missouri, 
which will enable us to get clearer ideas on th's subject, but before I do this I 
want to call attention to another fact. From 1889 to 1895, there was built In this State 
602 miles of railroad. In the same period the railroad companies had issued $76,7%,632 in 


stocks and bonds. If this was done to enable them to build the additional miles of 
railroad it would make the miles so built cost $127,569 per mile, but these stocks and 
bonds were not issued for the purpose of build:ng railroads but for the purpose of 
creating a seeming indebtedness to avo:d taxation and justify them in keeping up an 
extortionate freight and passenger rate. - The railways in this State are public high- 
ways, so declared by the constitution of the State, and I frankly admit their right 
to be maintained at a fair return, but I do most positively deny that they have a 
right to commit a fraud upon the constitution of the State or to rob its people under a 
pretense of exercising corporate function, and If both purposes be not manifest In this 
enormous issue of stocks and bonds since 1889, then I fail to understand the import of 
trese admitted facts. But I said we would compare the assessed valuation of other 
property in Missouri with that of the rallroads, and for the present I will confine myself 
to farm property. By the census of 18% the value of farm lands and improvements 
Was $625.858.361; of live stock and farm implements and machinery, $160,331,892, making a 
total of $786,390,253. The total wealth of the State is put down at $2,397,902,945. 

It will thus be seen that the farm wealth i{s less than one-third of the total wealth 
of the State. In 1890 this farm wealth was assessed for the purpose of taxation, the 
lands at $291.631,789 and the farm live stock and other persona roperty at about 
$85,000,000, thus making the total agricultural wealth of the State for the purposes cf 
taxation for that» year at $376,631,769. These figures may not be absolutely accurate 
but I think they are under, rather than over, the correct sums. The total assessed 
wealth of the State for that year was $862,772,099. It will thus be seen that the 
faimers of the State paid taxes upon very nearly one-half of the total assessment. 


Why are they t#®s$ asses:ed so high, while failroad property is assessed so low? 
Why are the fa@fhers assessed on $376.531,769, when the value placed by the cen«us 
on their property only amounts to $785,390,253? Why are the farmers assessed at véry 


near 50 per cent Mf\their census valué, and the railroads only assessed at a little 
over one-sixth, or about 19 per cent of theirs? "Why this discrimination? 

The value of the farm producte of Missouri, as given in. the census of 1890, was 
$109,751,024. The surplus of this product had to go to market over the railroads of the 
State, and in doing so had to pay an enormous tribute, amounting, I am free to say, 
to ro less a sum than $15,000,000, or $18,000,000. Why is it that the products of the 
farm only amounted to a Lttle less than 30 per cent of its assessed value, while the 
earnings of the railroads on their products ie 63 per cent of their assessed value? How 
comes it that $300,000,000 of railroad capital with 20.380 workers or laborers, from super- 
intendent to section men, can produce over $36,000,000. of earnings annually, while $736,- 
290,253 of farm property with 385,000 laborers, produces a little over $109,000,000 of an- 
nual product? Are we to feed this cormorant with the blood of labor, and‘ then not 
exact from it equal tribute in maintaining the public burdens? It does seem to me 
that a reform in this respect is badly needed, and that justice cries aloud for the en- 
forcement of the rules of right in this matter. 


Vague and Uncertain Mcthods, 

It seems that {n Missouri! the methods prescribed for the assessment of raflroad 
property are vague and uncertain, The law requires the railroad companies to make 
certain reports to the State Auditor and to the Railroad Commissioners, but imposes 
no penalty on the railroads or their officials for failure to do so, but it does impose 


a penalty on the humblest citizen of the State for failure to make proper return 
for taxation of his property. I know of no reason for this immunity on the part 
of railroads, unlees it be their dominant control of the politics of the State. | They 
will not permit the passage of penal legislation requiring them to comply with the 
laws of this State. | 

Here is a specimen. Section 2,682 of arficle 3 of Revised Statutes of 1889, requires 
every railroad incorporated or doing business tn this State to make report of cer- 
tain facts concerning their roads to the State Railway Commissioners, but there is 
no penalty attached for their failure to do 30, and this is the reason why the Raliroid 
Commissioners in their report te Gov. Stone, on January 30, 1894, make this remark- 
able statement: “A number of statements received are incomplete and very unsit- 
isfactory as regards statistics of- operations in Missouri, some of the most important 
lines giving no statistics whatever In this respect.’"’ Thus it will be seen that the rail- 
roads are above the law and actually defy its authority. If there has been any steps 
taken or any official recommendation urging the adoption of penal statutes to re- 
quire the railroad companies to make report to the State Auditor and Railroad Com- 
missioners, I am not aware of it. In this state of case is it any wonder that the rail- 
roacs are escaping taxation while they are charging enormous freight and passenger 
rates on hundreds of millions of stocks and bonds that do not reprsent one dollar of 
investment? That there has been a long and flagrant disregard of the laws of this 
State by the railroads ts manifest from the following mileage tables which I have 


carefully compiled from the sources indicated. The mileage as given in the Auditor's 
reports for the following years, Is as follows:

One other matter in this connection and then I am done. It is claimed that the 
railroads are not making money and hence it would be unjust to them to raise their 
taxes or reduce their rate for carrying freight and passengers, and hence, while the 
before the Legislature last winter to reduce their rates. 
y the railroads to defeat it, and they finally succeeded. One 
of the arguments against these measures was that if the rates were reduced, they 
(the railroads) would be compelled to reduce the wages of their men. That the de- 
pression through which the country has been passing has affected the railroads to 
some extent may be true, but not any more so nor in my judgment nearly 40 much as 
other interests. I maintain that the railroads on the present basis of earnings can 
advance the wages of their men 25 per cent and stand a cut to & é-cent passenger 
rate and 2 per cent In freight charges. They have constantly claimed that they are 
paying their men very high wages. This proposition I emphatically deny, and here 
is the proof that they are not: In 1890, as above stated, thelr earn-ngs was $36,529, 33 - 
the number of men employed was 20,390; each man earned for the railroad company 
1.792, and received in wages, on the average, from Genera! Manager to section man, 
$565, leaving to (he company the enug sufh of $25,197,947, or $1,237 for each employe over 
and above his wages.

Now let us see what the farmers made for the same year. The product of the farms 
of Missourl, as heretofore stated, was $109,757.02; the number of laborers on the farm 
was 385,000; the product of each man’s labor was $285, giving to each laborer, he pay- 
ing h.s own board, $22) per annum, leaving to the cap‘tal invested in farming for each 
laborer $65, or a total of $25,025.00. We see the amount each industry pays labor. I 
have shown that only 30 per cent of railroad earnings go to labor; I have allowed the 
railroads 60 per cent for operating expenses in whi h labor ‘s included Now let seal ai- 
low the farmer 30 per cent of his production for operating expenses after pay ng labor, 
and what do we find—30 per cent of $109,757,024, the product of the farms, is $35,927,107. 
This added to the amount they pay for labor makes $127,659,131, or $17,902,107 more than 
the farms produce. Ia it any wonder the farms are mortgaged and the peopie discon-

THE CITY’S WAIFS. 


The suggestion of Capt. E. A. Phillips 
that the city should make proper provi- 
gion for the care of destitute children, 
other than the House of Refuge, com- 
mends itself to all humane persons. The 
House of Refuge is a reformatory institu- 
tion, closely allied to the jail. Incorrigi- 
ble children are sent there on an order of 
court, as a punishment and to relieve the 
community of their presence. It is unjust 
to innocent children, the victims of mis- 
fortune, to compel them to become in- 
mates of such an Institution. 

The Post-Dispatch has called attention 
to this evil before. Good and bad are 
thrown together at the House of Refuge 
in such a way as to make it a training 
school for vice. And this is especially 
the case with children of tender years. 
Under the law, it is only such children, 
unless they are criminally inclined, who 
have no other provision made for them 
by the city than the House of Refuge. 

The Revised Ordinances provide that 
children over eight years old shalt be 
placed by the Board of Health in some 
family and thus provided for until they 
@re 18 years old. 

Thus it is only the little ones—the bables 
under 8 years of age—that the city has 
ignored in caring for the poor. If they 
cannot be cared for in private institu- 
etions, they must be herded with the 
viciously inclined children at the House 
of Refuge.

RAILR@&AD TAXATION. 

The public and particularly the farm- 
ers of the State will find interesting read- 
ing in the article contributed to to-day’s 
Sunday Post-Dispatch by the Hon. Rich- 
ard Dalton on the subject of railroad 
taxation in the State. 

Col. Dalton charges that there has been 
for years and is still gross injustice in 
the assessments of the railroads in the 
State. He thinks the $3,000,000 added this 
year to the assessed valuation of rall- 
road properties but a small proportion of 
the sum that ought to be added to bring 
the railroad assessments to a fair level 
with those of other property. He sub- 
mits figures to show that the assessment 
is only about one-sixth of the actual val- 
ue of the railroad properties. He criti- 
cises the methods of ascertaining rall- 
road values and the laws Dearing on the 
subject. 

Comparing railroad with farm taxation, 
he finds that while the railroads are as- 
sessed at only one-sixth of thelr value 
the farms ere assessed at one-half of 
their value. He asserts that the prod- 
ucts of the farms amount to only 30 
per cent of their assessed value, while 
the railroad earnings are 60 per cent of 
their assessed value. 

But city property is 
higher standard than farm property. 
Comparison of the assessment of city 
property with that of railroad property 
would show even greater advantage in 
favor of the railroad companies than 
there is in the case of farm assessments. 
All of the people of the State are inter- 
ested in the question of tax reform sug- 
gested by Col. Dalton. 

Railroad taxation has long been a sub- 
ject of criticism and complaint in this 
State. Full light on the Bubject.is de- 
sirable. If privileged corporations are 
enjoying immunities from tax burdens 
not enjoyed by plain citizens the people 
should know all the facts. They should 
know why the discrimination exists and 
who is responsible for it. The wrong 
should be rectified.

WOMEN AND MATRIMONY. 

There is a growing protest among 
women against the theory that the de- 
crease in marriages or the increase of 
the number of women who support them- 
selves is due to a lack of inclination for 
matrimony. 

In a thoughtful discussion of the sub- 
ject Ellen Coit Elliott in Appleton’s Sci- 
ence Monthly contends that the mass of 
women—probably all normal women— 
prefer the mission in life for which na- 
ture fits them. They would ratber be 
wives and mothers than follow any paid 
occupation and would gladly choose mat- 
rimony if the right men asked them to 
marry. But their standards are becom- 
ing higher, and if they fail to find the 
right men or the men shrink from the 
apparent risks and burdens of marriage, 
what can women do but go to work? 

This view of the subject Is forcibly and 
somewhat pathetically put by a woman 
who writes: “Our trade is to be good 
women, good, loyal, industrious wives and 
good, loving mothers. If ‘young men 
-annot afford to marry us,’ then we must 
learn some other trade.” 
A careful study of the percentage of de- 
crease of marriages and the percentage 
of increase in the number of women em- 
ployed will probably show a close re- 
lationship of cause and effect. In short,

But why go abroad for !tnstances of bru- 
tality when in the penitentiary of Missouri 
that relic of barbarism, the whipping post, 
has been set up. It is claimed, of course, 
that the lash is used only lightly and in ex- 
treme cases. But what guarantee is there 
that this rule will be observed? Guards 
trained to brutality are not likely to re- 
strain themselves when laying the lash on 
a troublesome convict. Nor is there any 
guarantee that the lash will not be used 
as a means of revenge. There is no judge 
or jury to prescribe the punishment and no 
fear of publicity to check cruelty. Already 
tales of unmerited and excessive whippings 
to force men to accomplish set tasks In 
the shops are creeping into print. The State 
can hardly escape scandal on this score.

VERY BUSY HANDLING COIN. 


Indications of St Louis Prosperity 
Noted at the Sub-Treasury. 


The amount of money handled at the 
United States Gub-Treasury in the Federal 
Bullding last month exceeded by several 
millions of dollars that of any other month. 


Ten da ago the record was broken whe 
the vaulta contained $30,700,000 
~Treasury now oontains about 


000,000, and the money its stored in two 
mmense yaulte on the second floor of the 
building. The vaults are the same size and 
are bullt one above the other. They are 30 
feet long, 12 feet wide and they have a l0- 
foot ceiling. 

The masonry is of the most approved and 
durable style, and the vaults are lined with 
five plates of steel half an inch thick and 
60 arranged that an instrument that will 
cut one layer will be tneffeotive on the next. 
The doors of the vaults are massive and are 
protected with burglar-proof and time locks. 

Notwithstanding the vaults are considered 
impregnable there are three guards con- 
stantly on watch, They are fully armed 
and if a burglar should become audacious 
enough to have designs on Uncle Sam's 
treasure house he would receive a warm 
reception or something worse. 

Just now there are about $4,000,000 in

SUITS FILED IN ALABAMA. 


They Are the Sequel to the Cahaba 
River Bridge Disaster in 
December, 1896. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 21.—The big- 
gest batch of damage suits ever filed in the 
State of Alabama against one railroad for 
one catastrophe are those that etand on the 
court dockets of Jefferson County against 
the Loutsville and Nashville Ratlroad on 
account of the Cahaba River wreck of Dec. 
27, 1896. This accident resulted in the death 
by burning and otherwise of twenty-seven 
persons, only seven of the whole human 
cargo escaping a horrible fate. The train 
left Birmingham that fatal Sunday morn- 
ing at 7 o'clock, and was carrying home- 
ward a number of persons who had been 
epending the Christmas holidays in Bir- 
mingham. An hour afterwards the train 
plunged through a bridge spanning the Ca- 
haba River 100 feet below. Many that were 
not killed by the fall were burned alive. The 


negro fireman was one of the few to es- 
eape, which he did by jumping from the 
engine just before it reached the und, 
In memory of this wreck the following suits 
have been filed:

She Is Not Afraid. 


“What is true of myself, I believe, is true 
of every female member of the army,”’ said 
the Ensign. “We are happy and contented, 
for, although our lives are sacrificed, we 
know it means the salvation of others. It 
is a calling from the Master, and our duty 
is plain.” . 

“Are you afraid of insults or ridicule?” 

“We are not afraid, nor do we fear that 
insults will be huried at us while we are in 
the discharge of our duties. <A _ silent 
prayer for help strengthens us to address 
@n audience, and our uniform is a shield 
which protects us from Insult at all times. 
Even when making tours of saloons selling 
the War Cry, we are treated with courtesy 
and decency, if not with respect.” 

“Don't you belleve that more becoming 
clothes would make the women of the army 
more effective in attracting the interest of 
both men and women?” 

“No,” said the Ensign, positively. We do 
mot geek to attract aitention. We do not 
wish to appear beautiful. We want to re- 
main humble, and we dreas humbly. 

“If other churches were to adopt some 
kind of uniform, they would accomplish 
Come When Christians devote their time 

nd ideas to enhancing their personal looks 
by dressy clothes, salvation of souls becomes 
@ secondary consideration. Worldiness can 
never beget godliness. Primitive Christt- 
anity, such as Christ taught, did not run 
to tallor made gowns.

@ quiet way, in plain clothing, striving to 
do good. That is the only desire we have.” 


Does Penance for Failure. 


“What is the most hopeless part of your 
work and how do you punish yourself for 
failure to live up to your ideals?” 

“The greatest sorrow that we have and 
What sometimes seems to be a hopeless 
Sask is when, after hard work, our efforts 
Seem to be failures. When such happens 
to be the case we resort to community 
prayer and if we feel moved by the spirit 
to do penance or chastise ourselves tn or- 
Ger to accomplish our purpose, we do go 
by denying ourselves such diversions as 
we are permitted to have. 

“Our lives are very regular and full of 
hard work. The height of our ambition is 
to advance to a higher offic’, which en- 
larges our field for work and enables us 
to do more good.”’ 

“What is your dally routine?’ 

“We rise at 6:30 o'clock a. m., when we 
have the roll-call and private, individual 
prayers.

This takes up ell 
our time until 1 o'clock, when we have 
dinner. After that we have recreation un- 
til 2 o’clock p. m., when the girls pair off, 
gO slumming, do rescue work or sell the 
War Cry. 

Scrubbing Dirty Floors. 

“Many people have a mistaken idea about 
slumming. That is nothing more nor less 
than house to house visitation in the poor 
homes. We solace the affilcted, speak upon 
religious matters, do the housework if the 
mother is sick or unable to do it, often 
getting down and ecrubbing dirty floors or 
washing out dirtier clothes. That is the 
kind of work we girls rejoice in, and we re- 
turn to our homes happy and elevated. 

“This brings us home at about 5 o'clock 
Pp. m., when we have supper and prayer. 
From 6 to 7 p. m. we observe a silent hour. 
This is devoted to meditation and reflec. 
tion. At 7 o’clock we have a private prayer 
meeting, lasting about fifteen minutes, and 
at 7:30 p. m. we go out for the street meet- 
ing, returning to the barracks at 8 o'clock, 
where we have the regular evening service. 
This lasts until about 10:30 o'clock p. m. 
Then we retire to sleep.’’ 

“Concerning rescue work—if you were not 
@ member of the Salvation Army, would 
you have any association whatever with 
women of bad reputation?’ 


Does It for Duty’s Sake. 

“Rescue work is unpleasant, but we pur- 
eue it and work hard to rescue the poor, 
unfertunate fallen women. We pity them 
because of their weak-mindedness, for it 
is on'y a weak-minded girl or woman who 
will fali' Of courdée, were I not @ soldier, 
I would not associate or attempt to rescue 
fatten women in houses of ill-fame. The 
danger is great, and a pure. good woman 
only contaminages herself by associating 
or talking with outcast women. Our work, 
however. and our uniform gives Us strength 
anl protection, and our duty and work is 
to save sinners and outcasts,” 

“Ia the sincerity of your motives ever 
questioned?”’ : 

“Never. Our actions confirm our words. 
We sometimes meet with scoffers among 
these women, but in general we find these 
poor unfertunates craving for religious 
succor, and they get down on thelr knees, 
crying and praying with us.” 

“Do you belleve you accomplish any 
lasting good?’ 

“How far ahead do you plan your life?” 

“We girls depend upon our own efforts 
to defray expenses, and it Is impossible for 
us to look very far ahead. Wecan arrange 
for future meetings, but further than that 
we cannot plan.” 

“What are your pleasures and diver- 
sions?” 

“We have few diversions, and sometimes 
care little for these. Novel reading is abso- 
lutely not approved. There, are plenty of 
good books to read, and I, for one, prefer 
some standard poet.

“My favorite is Frances Ridley Havergal. 
She is an ideal writer, as gome of her poems 
show. For example, listen to this, said En- 
s'=n Weber:

. largement of the stomach, 


The ills of humanity are due, write the 


physicians, to persons talking without 


‘thinking, eating without chewing, cooking 


without knowing how and devouring more 
food than they should. 
Trouble begins in the mouth, when per- 
sons swallow food without chewing it, thus 
depriving what they eat of the necessary 


assistant—saliva. 

More trouble is caused in the stomach, 
which is treated as a boiler, then as a re- 
frigerator and again as a catch basin. 

An average stomach will hold three pints. 
Into this stomach many persons pour sev- 


eral gallons of beer, and there is an ex- 


pansion resembling a Fourth of July bal- 


loon, 

Food is divided into two classes—the first 
that which builds or repairs the body; the 
second that which furnishes heat or force. 

In class one are lean meats, eggs, fish, 
milk and cheese: also, but In a less degree, 


peas, beans, lentils and wheat gluten. 

The heat producers are fats and oils, 
sugar, gum and pectore.

human body. Men drink too little; it is 
quality, not quantity, that kills. Danger 
lurks in nearly all water. Bolling le the 
only certain method of purification. Agi- 
tate the liquid after boiling and it will not 
have a vapid taste. 

Tanks of ice water should bear skull and 
Following are some of 
“Summer com- 
plaint,’” indigestion, cramps, headaches, en- 
heart depression. 

The best way to quench thirst is te let 
cracked ice melt in the mouth or use part 
of.ice water and part of water much warm- 
er. Never take more than a egill of a cold 
drink. Avoid cold drinks during mealse or 
immediately after eating. 

A cup of hot water is good the first thing 
in the morning as an aid to digestion. If it 
is unpasetane add a Httle milk.

Bread is verily the staff of life—if it is 
rightly baked; !f not, it is a broken reed. 
Pancakes, dumplings, pot pie and most 


| pastry are enemies of a healthy stomach. 


Cake isn’t so bad, provided too much 
shortening is not used and it is properly 
baked. 

Doughnuts are indigestible, but cookles are 
better. 

Bread, slowly toasted, is healthful. 

Bicuits are not bad, if thoroughly baked. 

But, of all cereal products, crackers are 
the best for the stomach, and the harder the 
cracker the better, for more mastication Is 
necessary, and more saliva is generated. 

Corn is nutritious. Cornmeal mush is 
healthy, if eaten slowly. Corn starch is all 
right, but is only a fat producer. 

Grits and hominy are the most healthful 
products of this coarser cereal. 

As for oatmeal] the food value has never 
been overestimated. Care must be taken In 
the preparation. It is seldom cooked half 
enough, 

As for potato salad, potatoes and vine- 
gar are as incompatible as dogs and cats. 

Sweet potatoes are rich and heavy and 
not as wholesome as the Irish variety. 

Rice is more healthful than potatoes and 
should be on the table at every meal. 

Beans are good in soup, or if chopped 
fine, 50 as not to be stringy. 

Cabbage is 93 per cent water, 2 per cent 
tissue-forming element and 4 per cent heat- 
producing. It is not unwholesome if thor.- 
oughly cooked and eaten slowly. 

Sauer kraut is the most berfect representa- 
tion of ludigestible food known, 

This is what the little book has to say 
about pickles: 

‘They are the enemy of the human race. 
If there be a personal dev!l, seeking the 
destruction and discomfort of the race, it 
is safe to say that one gf h's methods of op- 
eration Is with the p le. 

“There is absolutely nothing that can be 
said in favor of the pickle. There !s some- 
thing pecullar and abnormal! In the craving 
for them, and this is especially 
school children, who, of all persons, ought to 
be the last to eat them.”’ 

Sugar is pure fuel, with no waste matter,

and every perticie must be burned up in 
the system. When much sugar is consumed 
it prevents the Durning up of other food, 
and this leads to serious consequences. 


The next chapter !s devoted to animal vs. 
vegetable foods, and starts with the an- 
nouncement that Americans consume more 
meat than persons of any other nation. 


The doctors believe this a mistake: in fact 
they lean toward vegetarianism. 


“Meat,”” says the book, “like alcohol, hag_ 
its uses, but it would be better for the race 
were it abandoned.” 


Butter comes next on the list. It is to be 
preferred to any other fat, except cream, 
although a great amount of digestive d's- 
turbance results from its tmproper use. 


It is a common saying that rancid butter 
is good for cooking, but this is a mistake; 
indeed butter should never be used for cook- 
ing. Heat bursts the fat globules and sets 
free both lactic and butyricacid. If anyone 
wants to be certainly dyspeptic all he need 
do ts to eat plenty of fried food cooked in 
butter. 


Cheese contains 9 to @ per cent of tissue- 
forming substance, and from 7 to 35 per cent 
of fat. It is a decayed food and excites 
a greater flow of the gastric juice. 


Tannic acid ts incompatible with cheese. 
It ts, therefore, dangeroug to eat it with 
blackberries, raspberries or strong tea. 


It és better to eat cheese with meat or 
vegetables. It is a mistake that it goes well 
with crackers. 

Now here is something that will interest 
the girls. Ice cream is all right, providing 
it be taken on an empty stomach, is eaten 
slowly and !f crackers, not cake, are eaten 
at the same time. 

In concluding the chapter on animal foods 
the doctors advocate a milk shake as a 
most nutritious drink. The aeration adds 
to the digestibility of the milk; dt is pal- 
atable, wholesome and healthful. 

Meat |s the subject next taken under con- 
sideration. In order that a steak may be 
the most easily digested ft should be cooked 
as steaks are cooked for prize fighters, 


This is how: Three choice steaks are cut 


and put on a broiler; the first coming in 
contact with the fire until it is cooked, and 
then the three are turned over so that the 
top steak comes in contact with the broller, 
The middle steak is cooked from the heat 
of the other two, and besides, absorbs a 
part of their juice. 

The prise fighter eats the middle steak 
and the others are thrown away or fed to 
admiring animals not in training. 

Sweetbreads are easily digested and have 
merit in regulating certain disorders of 
nutrition. 


Tripe is similar to meat and more easily 
digested. 

Liver is more tender than meat, but less 
nutritious. 


Tongue ts largely fat and as hard to dl- 
gest ag fat pork. 


Veal is less easily digested than beef. Mut- 
ton is as easy to digest as beef; that is, all 
except the fat, which !s more unwholesome, 

Of all meats venison from a young deer 
is pronounced the most palatable and the 
most easily digested. 

As to pork, there is more eaten than beef, 
and with some people it agrees better. With 
others the fat renders it more dufficult of 
digestion. 

Bacon, of all fat, is comparatively easy 
to digest. While frying is objectionable 
for bacon, it is far less so than for lean 
meat. If fat food be needed, it is well 
nigh as valuable as butter or cream. 

Boiled ham ts as good as any other meat; 
for certain diseases of the stomach it is the 
most useful of all meats 

The bars are put up by the doctors on 
fresh pork. They denounce its use, 

Fish ts @ lesa objectionable article of diet 
than meat, because it is more easily 4li- 
gested. Fresh fish has as much tissue- 
forming substance as steak and far less 
fat. It would be far better for meat eaters 
if they ate less beef and pork and more 
fish. This food is of particular value in 
diseases of the kidney and gout. It should 
be broiled or baked, never fried. 

Turtle is as nutritious as chicken, 

Oysters are half as nutritious as beef- 
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steak. They should be eaten raw to be adie 
gestible; boiling renders them unfit for the 
stomach. 


Lobsters frequently produce violent at 
tacks of indigestion. It is well to avolé 
them. 


The doctors shell eggs out of house ané@ 
home. They are all right raw, they say, 
but when fried are abominable, because 
every bit of heat makes them more and 
more like leather. Ham and eggs, they 
say, should be followed by a call for @ 
physician. 


Eggs have been overestimated as a food. 
They are oconstipating, espectally when 
cooked. An egg lemonade is good—far bet- 
ter than an egg boiled or fried. 

In concluding the treatise on meats the 
doctors warn all those who have the inter- 
ests of those they cook for at heart toe 
“throw the frying pan out of the window.” 

In the chapter on fruit the apple is ac 
corded first place, and next fits juloce whem 
made into cider. 

Peaches are a source of 4isease unless 
eaten a few hours after being pulled, for 
they soon become tainted. 

Pears are not as nutritious as many other 
fruits. 

Grapes are of great value in many dis- 
eases, but the statement that they contain 
the same elements as the blood Is nonsense, 

Plums are delicious and wholesome, but 
the skin must not be swallowed. 

The cherry is tough and is considered « 
bad fruit. 

Strawberries are excellent as a laxative, 
but care must be taken that they are not 
tainted. 

Raspberries, blackberries, dewberries, 
elderberries and blueberries differ from 
other fruits, in that they are astringent. 

Cranberries are indigestible. They are 
good, however, for infiammation, when ap. 
plied as a poultice. 

The gooseberry has nothing to recommend 
it. On the other hand, the mulberry le ex- 
ceedingly wholesome, because of the potash 
it containg,

Mr. Morrissey was born in Limerick and 
was reared in the Roman Catholic faith. 
Tie has gotten a long way from that faith 
now, and declares that the Bible is the only 
puide and that the only church jis in aman's 
heart. 

Morrissey’s florid face is smooth shaven. 
}iis eyes are keen, but when he grows earn- 
est they lose color, become filmy and vague 
like the eyes of a medium entranced. His 
shoulders are stooped, his clothes old and 
worn, but clean. His hat is new, soft, round 
and the bdrien ie rolled. 

Gregg’s portrait of him Is more accurate 
than a photograph, The artist has caught a 
quality which the camera would miss, an 
idealized pertinacity that grows from the 
man's intense religious fervor and his in- 
herited love of warfare. 

Morrissey is the strangest figure on the 
road. He carries nothing to tempt thieves, 
fx contemptuous of the lazy tramp as 4&4 
mass and brotherly fond of every individual 
he may ald. His hatred of preachers is 
®ot individualized. He would help the worst 
af he might. 

Hie has traveled extensively in India and 
throughout Asia and speaks Hindoostanee 
and Persian. He has traveled the United 
States over forty times, he claims, and has 
no home save where he happens to be for 
the moment. We writes a good hand and 
has done clerical work in court-houses {n 
every State in the Union. He fe known, 
he declares, in every mining camp from 
Colorado to California. He was a drunkaré 
until fifteen years ago. Then he reformed, 
and he says the spirit of God entered his 
heart and bade him commence his crusade 
e@gainat preachers ° 

fie je a sign painter, but he works only 
enough to pay his way. He walks, mostly, 
from place to place and never accepts do- 
mations of any kind In return for his 
preaching against preaching. For several 
years he has devoted himself to his ‘‘mis- 
gion.” lie has been ridtculed, but he does 
mot mind that. He speaks on the streets 
wherever he can get an audience. He will 
speak in a school-house, but not in a 
church. Ooccasionally in a street audience 
he is challenged to argument by a preacher. 
Then he is in his wlory. In @ street audl- 
ence public sympathy is most likely to be 
@xgzainst the preacher. 

Mr. Morrisecy is 62 years old, thin, wiry, 
and as vigorous as amanof&. He carries 
a Bible with him constantly and has evi- 
dentiy studied It. 

lie ts very much In earnest, and hae 
written a book covering his theories. He 
has not found a publisher who ts willing 
to handle it. but he is sure a million coples 
will be promptiy sold whenever it is print- 
ed. He carries with him the manuscript of 
his precious volume and exhib' « it with 
the tenderness of an artist unvelliing a work 
of loving thought and days. He is a good 
talker and some of his epigrama are of the 
Bam Jones order. 

Mr. Morrissey hae issued ao challenge to 
the world at large. and to ministers tn par- 
ticular. to vrove that he is wrong. 

_ Ade agrees with Rev. Logan Chase, the 
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tramp preacher of New Haven, Conn., thst 
no minister should accept a salary for 
preaching, but he goes further and de- 
clares there should be bo preachers, sal- 
aried or otherwise, 

“We ought to do away with the go-called 
preachers,"’ he says. ‘‘Man is too corrupt 
to be led by man. God js the teacher of 
mankind. I do not go to man for instruc- 
tion.” 

Here are some of his striking sayings: 

“Jesus called his twelve disciples together 
and gave them power and authority over 
the devils and to cure disease. Is there @ 
s0-called preacher to-day who can do elth- 
er? He sent them to preach the word of 
God and heal the sick, and He said unto 
them ‘take nothing for your journey, 
neither staves nor scrip, neither bread nor 
money, nelther have two coats, and into 
whatsoever house you enter, there abide and 
then¢e depart.’

I have 
lived among them. Twenty-five years ago 
here in St. Louls I used to write sermons 
for them, and they preached them as their 
own.

The high- 
priced preacher works three hours or so on 
Sunday. He wants from $5 to $100 per hour 
for his labor. 

“God has called me, like Saul, to confound 
and destroy these wolves.

into the ditch.’ 

“Chase is right, but I was preaching the 
same doctrine long before Chase was ever 
heard of. Think of the preachers accepting 
salaries of from $5,000 to $25,000 a year, while 
millions of God's creatures are suffering 
from Jack of the bare necessaries of life. 
Christ tells us to love our enemies. Do we 
even love our neighbors? 

“They collect millions of dollars to con- 
vert the heathen. The Bible tells us to tirst 
take the beam out of our own eye before re- 
moving the mote from the eye of our broth- 
er. The St. Louis papers of August 13 told 
of eight persons dying of starvation in ten 
days in New York; right here. in a land of 
plenty, God's creatures are crying in vain 
for bread while their brothers are sending 
money to foreign lands to convert the 
pagan.

His capital is shrewdness and a keen in- 
sight into human nature and human weak- 
nesses. Every man he meets is to him 
an object lesson. His days and nights are 
occupied in studying men and their mo- 
tives. His mind is logical and his facul- 
ties all deductive. He reasons along lines 
of fact. Theories have no charm for him. 
He believes that under certain conditions 
the aveyage man.will act in the average 
way and goes about interweaving his in- 
terests in their affairs accordingly. 

“Give every man something for what he 
gives you in return and impress upon him 
that he has obtained just what he wants,” 
is Abe's rule of practice.

NDERSON, Ind., Aug. 20.—The historic 
Indiana Mounds, which lie just east 


of this city and have been the Mecca 
for years of archaeologists and ecientists 
interested in the study of these remarkable 
traces of a lost race, have been the stage 
setting for the past two weeks of a ser-es 
of the most fascinat'ngly weird nightly car- 
Nnivals; ecenes which would in a degree re- 
move Stephenson's theme of duality of 
Spirits, as given in Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, 
from the field of fiction and give his story 


@ bas's of realism. 

Nestled in tho hills that ine White River 
beyond the mounds is the Indiana &pirit- 
Ualiste’ little camp city, known to Spirit- 
ualists ag “Camp Chesterfield.” During 
the past month the annual meet'ng has 
been in session and mediums from every 
section of the country have gathered to in- 
Gulge in the best of the'r phenomena. Here 
the phases of mediumship have gone the 
farthest and here some of the most ex- 
traordinary feats of med!umship have been 


Siven full sway. 
Nine-tenths of the mediums who have 
been in camp have Indian controls, or in 


other words the spirit which works through 
their phys'cal organism ts that of an In- 


dian. Some of these Indians have been dead 
for 100 years and some have been dead for 
1,000 years. 


Some years ago it was found that If per- 
mitted to the Indian epirits were capable 
of taking control of the mediuen, body, 
mind and, tn fact, soul, This resulted in 
the “pow wow,” the most exciting and 
Sensational of seances, and the “pow wow” 
redched its height in Indiana this year. So 
wild and weird are these exhibitions that 
the late President Westerfield of the In- 
diana Association issued orders against 
them being held in the Indiana camp 
grounds. 

But this year twenty mediums from the 
camp have met at the famous mounds and 


held one of these gseances. Night after 
nightsthe crowd increased until the ciimax 
came when sixty-one enediums were seated 


around the fire and took part in one of the 


wild scenes last Saturday night. It was 
the largest probably ever held in this 
country. 


A big fire was lighted on the top of the 
great mound, and it lit up the hfstoric sur- 
roundings, which made such a  ~sulitable 
Stage setting for the scenes that followed. 


mediums, They wrapped shawls and other 
paraphernalia sideah thom and squatting 
down in a circle ardéund the fire, looked 
like & company of Indian chiefs in war 
counell, They seemed to go to'sleep sitting 
bolt upright. There was a long silence 
only broken by the cracking of the wood fn 
the fire. Suddenly one of them come out 
of his queer sleep, and with a startled, 
amazed look, began glancing around. 

Others came to consciousness under the 
same circuenstances, They talked, but their 
words were of a strange language. One by 
one they passed into this seemingly con- 
scious state and began talking in the un- 
known tongue. They began to converse 
between themselves and at last got well at 
home with their surroundings, The on- 
lookers had geeen T’me’s sands run back 
10 to 1,000 years. The past was present 
and the present future. The mediums were 
in the lap of the future, the old Indian 
chiefs were again on earth as in Mfe. They 
enjoyed it. Their laughter grew wilder and 
wilder, and they began to jump around. 
Then followed the low, plaintive wall and 
bark of the ghost dance, and they began 
the slow, measured step around the great 
fire. As though working up to @ cl'max, 
the dance increased in time and enthusi- 
asm, and slowly the wail and bark gave 
way to the wild whoops of the war dance, 
Quicker and quicker grew the time, and the 
yells and the wild whoops echoed down the 
hills and were lost in the night. 

Not a trace of the medium’s individuality 
was left. It was as completely wiped out 
as though ‘the Indian was in his own flesh, 
The nfuscles of the face even became dis- 
torted and revealed the savagely clinched 
teeth. The wild gleam of the war dance 
came into the eyes, the voice was changed 
and not a visage of the medium remained. 
Wilder and wilder grew the dance and 


| louder the strange yells. Those who looked 


on could not force themselves to believe 
that the medium was panning off a counter- 
felt. They were under some spell, but what 
it was is the problem. Even Elder W. R. 
Covert and anti-spiritualists who have wit- 
nessed these remarkable scenes on the In- 
diana camp grounds, admit that the par- 
ticipants undergo some spell. 


Covert says that it is hypnotism, but if it 
is it is a wild and fierce phase. All of the

and strolled off into the woods. Finally, 
passing completely from the spell, they re- 
turned. They were in a perfectly normal 
state, but their minds for the past hour or 
so had been a blank. They remembered 
nothing. Their muscular wrganism was ex- 
hausted and several had to be helped home, 
but their mental faculties had suffered no 
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excitement, in fact a drowsiness seemed to 
predominate. 

Two or three remained in a dazed con- 
Gition for some time and even after being 
taken home they were a long time in foro- 
ing their dual spirit into submission and 
gain complete control of their faculties 
again. In print the scene may seem pas- 
sive; in reality it is one which makes a 
man’s blood run cold and hot by turns. 
Those who have looked on at these scenes 
go home with an impression which they 
earry through life. It is the most convine- 
ing of all seances; it is the wildest of 
scenes. 

Th pow-wows that have been held this 
year have not been up to the standard 
reached two years ago. No one was in- 
gured and those who witnessed the facial 
expressions say that the climax of realism 
was not reached at even the greatest pow- 
wow this year. The last oné held in the 
camp grounds under the direct auspices of 
the association probably was the wildest 
one ever held in the country. It lacked 
nothing of the real article even down to 
blood. On that occasion the spirits got 
worked up to such a pitch that they be- 
gan to leap upon each others’ backs during 
the wild dances. They finally got so wild 
that they began jumping into the fire and 
two were thrown into the flames, Out- 
siders had to rush in and take a hand. 
The pow-wow was broken up in short or- 
der and President Westerfield immediately 
fesued his orders prohibiting any more be- 
ing held on the grounds, He feared that 
a fatality would result. They had grad- 
ually been getting more and more vicious 
and it was high time to call a halt, 

Conservative spiritualists, while they re- 
alized that the pow-wow was the most con- 
vincing of all species of mediumship, had 
long been of the opinion that the wild 
scenes would do Spiritualism more injury 
than good. The National Association had 
even taken up the matter for discussion 
and had half way disapproved of the prac- 
tice. So excessively wild and so weirdly 
realistic scenes, they claimed, were apt to 
attract attention of a class who would not 
invest'gate, but condemn them at once, It 
is likely that President Parkinson will is- 
sue orders next year prohibiting any me- 
dium on the ground from taking part in 
any of these wild practices, 

Many mediums state that they dare not 
enter the pow-wows and many who have 
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been taking part tn them have stopped 
They found that thus encouraged the dual 
spirit got @ firmer hold every time. When 
they first entered the w-wows it took 
them a long time to pass undéf the com- 
plete control, or in other words, for the In- 
Gian’s spirit te take absolutely complete 
control of mind and muzscle. They also 
found it comparatively easy to come out of 
these conditions, but they found that after 
indulging in the practice for some time they 
would go under the change tn a very few 
moments when the conditions were right, 
but on the other hand it would take them 
hours to completely force the dual spirit 
back into submission to the mind of the 
medium. 

There has been many other sensational 
phenomena at the Indiana camp this year. 
One of the most remarkable tests ever seen 
by the mediums and old spiritualists, who 
were on the ground at the time, occurred 
two weeks ago. About fifteen or twenty 
mediums were seated out in the woods one 
evening at dusk, They were talking on the 
subjects of the day when of a sudden a 
voloeé, seemingly coming from space above 
them. attracted their attention. It was 
joined shortly by others, and at last they 
all joined in a heavenly anthem. As the 
end was neared the voices seemed to as- 
ecend in the air until the song vibrations 
were lost in the distance. Those who wit- 
neased, or rather heard it, estate that it 
Gefied all explanation. Several unbelievers 
were present and they were astounded, 
They could not account for it. It was still 
daylight and there was no way of figuring 
in a possible deception. 

Among the spirit callers at the camp are 
Scott Jackson. Abraham Lincoln, M. If. 
Holmes,Pearl Bryan and others. Lincoln did 
not mix with the others, though hia name 
is run in the same list. He its in the high 
spheres, Jackson talked at length. He sald 
he was in the sphere of darkness. He was 
groping. but there was no opening and 
no light. The prejudice on earth against 
him, he said, was his greatest bar to pro- 
gression. He asked that sympathy be ex- 
tended him. He did not talk of the ¢rime. 
Pearl Bryan appeared in one of Mrs. Men- 
denhall’s materializging seances. Bhe sald 
that neither Jackson nor Walling killed her. 
She didn’t know who did. She lost track 
of the proceedings as soon as her head 
was severed from her body, the shock being 
80 great to the epiritual organism.

A Revival of the Horrors of 
the Mutiny More Likely 
Now Than Since 57. 


ENGLAND IS BLAMED FOR IT. 


GEN. SIR NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN 
DOES NOT HESITATE TO 
SAY sO. 


AN INFLAMMATORY CIRCULAR. 


An Appeal to the Passions and Preju- 
dices of the Natives Which 
May Produce a Concerted 
Uprising.

LONDON, Aug. 21.—The dangerous fron- 
tier risings in India are the first fruits of 
the perfidious action of the British Govern- 
ment in annexing Chitral after a solemn un- 
dertaking had been given that its independ- 
ence would not be compromised. Gen. Sir 
Neville Chamberlain, who held the highest 
army commands in India and possesses 
large experience in frontier wars, has stat- 
ed this view frankly, although such ex- 
pression of opinion from such a quarter 
here is regarded as something approaching 
high treason, 

He says: “In my judgment I consider 
these troubles to be the natural outcome 
of the policy pursued in late years by the 
Government towards the independent tribes, 
culminating in the by the exist- 
ing government of the order issued by the 
government of Lord Rosebery for the with- 
drawal of Her Majesty's troops from Chit- 
ral and from the road leading to it through 
the territory of Swat and Bajour.”’ 

Lord Roberts has stated in an interview 
his conviction that the disturbances will 
be quelled by the existing British frontier 
forces, and expresses complete coniidence 
in the loyalty of the native troops. He says 
that the tribes would not attempt such a 
revolt without the direct instigation and 
support of the Ameer of Afghanistan. 

The Indian situation as a whole is caus- 
ing more anxiety in England now than any- 
thine else. The revival of the horrors of 
the mutiny is a bugbear always haunting 
the English mind, and such revival seems 
to be nearer now than at any time since 
1857, 

A determined effort Is being made to stir 
the passions of Mussulmans and Hindus 
alike by an inflammatory circular, copies 
of which have’ been séuttered broadcast 
throughout all India among the natives. It 
recalls all the horrors of the Indian mutiny 
and reminds the Hindus that the blood of 
their bretheren who were blown from the 
cannon’s mouth of the British is still un- 
avenged. 

The English journals have publicly incited 
their Government to ‘“‘seize the opportunity 
offered by the plague in Bombay and Ku.- 
rachee to pay frequent visits to Hindu and 
Mohametan residences and places of wor- 
ship, and by this means bring down two 
birds with one stone, breaking down the 
absurd social system of these Indian fan- 
atics while using effective measures against 
the epidemio.”’ 

This strategic measure for the degrada- 
tion of the Indian people ‘was suggested,” 
the Times asserts, ‘‘by old and experienced 
Indian officials, who have gone through ail 
the horrors of the Mutiny!’ 

The circular makes capital out of these 
utterances, not only 'mpugning the motives 
of these proposed visits, but alleging all 
manner of prospective outrages by the 
British, which, however absurd, w'l] have 
the desired effect of inflaming the native 
heart to the highest pitch. 

“It would appear,’ says the circular. 
“that these same gory fiends who blew 
your ancestors from the cannon'’s mouth 
are still to the front, unceasing itn their 
endeavors to degrade and persecute you, to 
Violate the very purity of your homes and 
sanctity of your places of worsh'p under 
pretense of sanitary measures, when it is 
well known in India that apart from the 
city sewers there is no focus of corruption 
more deadly than those that English of- 
ficers have organized around their canton- 
ments, and whose unamenable crimes and 
unspeakable filth have at last brought 
down the punishment of God on the people 
who have tolerated them. 

“But a greater and, if possible, worse 

humiliation, .is in store for the people of 
India—Hindus and Moslems, Sfkhs and Par- 
sees, Tams and Buddhists alike. A petition 
has been presented to the Queen of Eng- 
land (who styles herself Empress-of India!) 
proxi that English offictals may be al- 
owed to enter your houses, and after a de- 
tailed examination of your daughterg, to 
carry off to their cantonments forcibly such 
as may be by them selected as official wom- 
en for the most degraded and most brutal 
soldiery in the world. This infamous peti- 
tion is signed by the Princess of Wales 
and the wives of nearly all the English no- 
bility, and is certain to be granted, being 
only delayed pending the organization of 
another department to optry on the shame- 
ful traffic, and for which you will be 
obliged to pay, as for every other degreda- 
tion to which you are subjected. 
“Your zgenanas have been invaded by 
sneering English officials, who have writ- 
ten to the magazines in: England detafiled 
accounts of how they are breaking down 
your customs and forcing you to accept 
theirs with infamous imputations against 
the honor of your families and the honesty 
of your private life.

Ventilated handle bars for bicycles have 
openings on the front aide of the bar with 
a pair of perforated slotted handles, the air 
entering the bar as the wheelman rides 
along and coming out of the slits in the 
handles, 

A simple speed indicator for bicycles and 
rallway engines consists of a weighted arm 
drawn toward the center of the shaft on 
which it Is mounted by a spring attached 
to the side of the case, the revolution of 
the shaft throwing it out and pulling an 
indicator around on the dlal 

Parcels of any shape can be easily aut- 
tached to the bicycle by means of a new 
invention, consisting of a steel plate with 
perforated edges and a clamp on the back 
to attach {t to the handle bar of the wheel, 
the eyelets around the edges being used 
to fasten cords which hold the package in 
place, 

To protect the trousers when riding a 
wheel a new device has a cuff of heavy 
cloth with straps and buckles to fasten it 
around the leg, the pants DdDeing folded over 
several times until they form a fiat band 
below the knee, after which the cuff ts 
buckled around the leg to hold the pants 
in position, 

In a new ice bicycle the front wheel ts 
removed and the forks set in a small run. 
ner, the back wheel being armed with sharp 
spikes set in a flexible fabric and wound 
on the surface of the tire, after which 
the wheel is set at the proper height by 
means of a trussed frame attached to the 
back runner. 

A Virginia woman has patented a guard 
to keep cyclers from catching their heels 
in the spokes when mounting the wheel 
tby the step, a fat steel spring with a 
hole in one end being slipped over the end 
of the shaft and held fast by the nut, the 
spring being curved back on a line with 
the heel as the foot rests on the step. 


Stocks Tells How He Trains and Rides 
for Records. 


J. W. Stocks, the great English long-dis- 
tance bicycle rider, has written an article 
in which he describes his methods of train- 
ing and how he goes about the business of 
breaking a record. His rules for training 
are widely different from those of the 
average American trainer. Stocks says 
that he does not find it injurious to drink a 
little and smoke in moderation, while the 
average trainer in this country would raise 
the scalp off any of his men found doing 
either of those things. 

“TIT believe in plain feeding,” said Stocks, 
“and I always give fancy foods and pastry 
a wide berth. I enjoy a good hot steak a 
great deal better than I would the best 
fancy meal ever cooked. I smoke when I 
like, on going to bed or after tea in the 
evening, and drink, too, if I wish to, but 
never to excess. 

‘As a rule, while in training, I ride twen- 
ty miles a day, ten in the morning and ten 
in the afternoon. When I started to train 
this spring it was on the road. Then I 
pushed a sixty-six gear, and changed to 
eighty-four when I got on the track. I! 
found in a week that thig was not high 
enough, and changed to eighty-seven and 
one-half, and a week later was pushing

It Is Hoped That Amnesty Will Be 
Extended to the Few Invinci- 
bles Still in Prison.

LONDON, Aug. 21.—The enthusiasm 
which has marked the reception of the 
Duke and Duchess of York in Dublin has 
surprised everyone and none more than 
the royal couple themselves. Tihey had 
been prepared for coldness. But the fact 
remains that they have been more _  cor- 
dially acclaimed in the streets of Dublin 
than they have ever been in any English 
city,

correspondent obtained yesterday 


from the leader of the London wing of the 
enilan party the following interesting side 
explanation of this astonishing develop- 
ment: 

“I only hope our men will not be provokcd 
into any hostile demonstratioas by the 
paeans the English correspondents are send- 
ing out over the supposed growth of toy- 
alty among the people of Dublin. We de- 
cided io hold aloof, not only because we 
don’t particularly wish to mar the pleasure 
of the Duke and Duchess on tacir tour, but 
because we believe there is gv0d hope, if 
the royal visit passes off agre2ably that 
amnesty will be extended to the remaining 
dynamite prisoners in Portland and to the 
three invincibles, Fitzharris, Mullett and 
Hanlon, now in the Irish prison at Mary- 
borough. If that hope is disappointed, the 
British Government will have mada the big- 
fest mistake on record. Ireland ts now 
tranquil on the surface—there is no use de- 
nying it. She can be kept so for sume time 
if this concession be made to the national 
feeling. If it be not made there will be 
trouble in Ireland, probably pegore the win- 
ter is far advanced, and no man can pre- 
vent it, : 

‘To imagine that the Irish people in mass 
are more reconciled to British rule than 
at any previous time is the acme of fa- 
tulty. We are giving our alien rulers an 
opportunity of doing a politic act grace- 
fully, and if they ignore it they must: be 
responsible for the consequences.” 

Lord Salisbury is supposed to be enjoying 
a holiday, but he is the most worried man 
in Europe just now. He is on the verge 
of incurring the tremendous responsibility 
of breaking up the concert of europe, an 
event, however, which would give him a 
free hand to perfect his aesigns on Suda 
Bay.

One of her 
drothers, skeptical of all things uncommon, 
has devoted much time to ascertaining the 
true source of the power which controls her, 
and the mind of which her meersages is an 
expression cringes before him, while it main- 
tains toward all other persons an air of 
cynical contempt. He is called in the mes- 
saces by his familiar®* home name, Tom, and 
all apologies for erratic statements and mis- 
takes are addressed to him, To many per- 
sons who have studied the subject it has 
seemed probable that the messages are the 
expression of Tom Re'!lyv unconselously de- 
veloped in the mind of his sister. 

This is how the messages are received: 
An alphabet is written on a sheet of paper, 
the sheet is laid upon a.table before Miss 
Rellly; she rests the point of a pencil on the 
paper near the letters and waits. Suddenly 
the point of the penci] moves toward a let- 
ter, then swiftly to another and another, 
thus spelling words. These words are copied 
by some person, and although their grow- 
ing sense is appreciated by every one who 
watches, Miss Reilly hag apparently no 
knowledge of the words ehe is forming or 
of their connected sense, 

She is exceptionally modest, very careful 
fin herspeech and demeanor abroad, and not 
less careful in her home circle. There is a 
certain prudishness In her character which 
prevents her from using words that are not 
approved by purists in language. She is es- 
sentially feminine, yet nearly all of the mes- 
eages have an unmistakable masculine 
sound, and, while the language is always 
correct, it is often rude, and the word 
*“damn” is used with masculine freedom. 
(Miss Rellly has read a great deal. She has 
@n excellent memory, but she has not 

at breadth of reading nor that 
wonderfully stored memory nor the power 
of ahalysis which the being who controls 
her exhibits. Many of the messages, par- 
ticularly the criticisms of authors, have a 
flavor which has led many persons to be- 
lieve that they might find the same or sim- 
liar sentences In a library hunt. They have 
failed and etill the possibility exists for 
them. The favorite brother is more widely 
read than his sister. He has the gift of epi- 
gram, which is allied to that of the mes- 
eages, and the theory that his mind dom- 
inates his eister unconsciously is not with- 
out foundation, 

Many of the messages are chaff. Much of 
the stuff is repartee, of the very light char. 
acter, Plygha, as the soul In torment namés 
itself, frankly owns himself dishonest. 

“T am a Yankee,’ he wrote one day, “I 
came over in the Mayflower. My parents 
named me after the father of my country. 
It was a bit previous, maybe, but it showed 
that they partook of my prophetic power, 
My parents were poor, but honest, and my 
father left me his honesty as my sole leg- 
acy. His will has been in litigation ever 
sinee. If TI ever fall heir to what is mine, | 
will wenerously bestow tt on whoever will 
have it—the newspaper men or the weather 
prophets." 

Thie strange spirit, lost soul, or what- 
ever it may be. is much given to reviling 
authors, particularly poets, yet he occa- 
sionally drops into poetry himself. At one 
time he was asked: 

“Do you remember writing poems?" 

“Yes,.’’ answered the spirit, sardonically. 
“That ie one punishment hell will not let 
me forget. It was --— hard work, all for 
nothing.”’ 

On one occasion the spirit—so called for 
lack of a better name—made the following 
comparison between wit and humor: 

"Wit is humor without wings. Humor} 
is kindly. Wit is cruel. Humor makes 
Us smile at our own eccentricities with. 
out hurting ve, but when it is wit we can 
not join in the laugh. 

“Wit is humor without the intelligence 
or kindliness that telis us when or where 
to stop. Humor pushes aside the thorns. 
We see them, but do not feel them. Humor 
ip the smile in the eye, but wit «4 the heart- 
less laugh, Humor lifts you to its level and 
you smile with ft, but wit degrades you 
and you are laughed at." ;

DOLLAR WHEAT IS A REALITY.

Bull News Is Multiplying Rapidly 
and the Top Prices Are Not 
in Sight. 


Wheat is king. “Old King Corn,” who 
held absolute sway for years, will be com- 
pelled to abdicate in favor of hjs more pop- 
ular rival. 

A conservative estimate makes the wheat 
crop of the United States this year 600,009,- 
0) bushels, and an average of $1 a bushel 
would make it worth $600,000,000. A conser- 
vative estimate of the corn crop of the 
country ts 1,800,000,000 bushels, which, at Sat- 
urday’s price for No. 2 corn—27™ cents— 
would make the total value of the crop 


$485,000, 000, 

Thus for the first time the value of the 
wheat crop of the United States exceeds 
that of the corn crap. For two years in 
succession we had record-breaking yields of 
corn, but this year the crop will be com- 
paratively light. 

The week just passed will also be re- 
membered as marking an epoch in com- 
mercial history by ushering In the real “ad- 
vance agent of prosperity,” ‘dollar whoat’ 
and causing a realization of those predic- 
tlons which a few weeks ago were char- 
acterized as the iridescent dreams of a 
few visionary bulls, and prices are Ftill 
kiting skyward at a rate to astonish the 
beholders. 

Instead of showing signs of weakness, as 
might be expected after such a phenomenal 
bulge, the strength of the market aug- 
mented from day to day, and with each 
new jump seemed to ga:n momentum. Bull 
news continues to multiply and new bull- 
ish features are developing every day.

Even Beerbohm, who is one of the most 
conservative bulls, has ‘ssued a very bullish 
staternent In regard to the shortage in the 
European crop, and est:mates the deficiency 
at 354,000,000 bushels, while a short time 
ago he Was unwilling to coficede a deficit 
of one hundred millions. The crop of the 
IU'nited States he estimates § art * 550,000,000 
bushels and the excess over our own re- 
quirements at 185,000,000 bushels, but the 
United States Government estimate of the 
crop is only 468,000,090 bushels, which would 
make the exportable surplus considerably 
ematlier, 

Advices in regard to the Northwestern 
crop are steadily growing worse, and ex- 
perts are now figuring the crop of Minneso- 
ta and the two Dakotas at only 120,000,000 
bushels instead of 180,000,000, which was es- 
timated a short time ago. Threshing re- 
turns are said to be very disappointing and 
the quely of the grain not as good as was 
expected, 

The export demand for breadstuffs is ac- 
tive. The greater part of the orders are 
from the Continent, especially from 
France. The weekly clearances during the 
last few weeks have been phenomenally 
large, and England is now beginning to be 
a heavy purchaser. 

Russia, however, continues to ship large 
quantities of wheat, and Argentine sur- 
prised the trade by making a small ship- 
ment last week. . 

In spite of the fact that considerable 
wheat has been threshed in the Northwest 
the receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth are 
daily growing smaller, and local receipts 
are nothing like what they should be at 
this season of the year. 

The cash market is even stronger than 
futures and millers have again been active 
buyers during the week, althdDugh_ they 
claim that it is almost impossible to sgell 
flour at the advanced prices. 

The decrease in the visible supply of this 
country although not as large as Was pre- 
dicted; is quite unusual at this time of 
the year, and the decrease in the world’s 
Visible wags enormous, 

he farmers are holding on to their 
wheat with considerabie tenacity, and. are 
constantly refusing offers of lc over Sep- 
tember prices, which are made them daily 
by local commission firms. 

Although the quality of this year’s wheat 
crop is remarkably good, the greater part 
of the receipts are of the lower grades, 
and the percentage of No. 2 wheat in the 
public elevators ie small. 

Of the total “ae of red winter wheat this 
season it is estimated that fully 75 per 
cent is No. 2 wheat, yet of the 853,663 bush- 
els of wheat now In the “regular” elevators 
Aye Louis, only 240,875 bushels are No. 2 
red. 

All of the best samples offered for sale are 
readily taken by millers, and very little 
of the choice wheat is going into the ele- 
vators, 

The flour market of late has shown even 
more strength than wheat and prices have 
been advancing at a phenomena) rate with 
very few reactions. Yésterday a car of 
choice flax sold at $1.16%, the highest price 
in several years. 

The only element of weakness in sight is 
that country millers were offering some 
wheat for sale in St. Louls yesterday, and 
local receipts are growing somewhat 
heavier.

Experiments are now being continued with 
the addition of West Virginia biack oil, 
which, it is promised, will destroy all the 
ticks. 

The experiments will continue for perhaps 
ten days longer, by which time Dr. Norgaard 
hopes to discover the successful preventive 
for the disease. 

Dr. Norgaard is guarded in his statements, 
saying that it is his duiy to report to his 
chief first. He is very hopeful of good final 
results. 

In addition to making the experiments 
relating to Texas fever, Dr. Norgaard will, 
from time to time while in Fort Worth, 
give examples of the process employed tn 
inoculating cattle to prevent biackleg. 
This disease has been the cause of a great 
mortality among cattle in widely separated 
districts of the United States. In some of 
the Southern and Western States especially, 
the annual losses from thig disease are 
said to be SO great as to equal or exceed 
the losses of cattle from all other causes 
com bined, 

A “single vaccine” has been prepared In 
the pathological laboratory of the Bureau 
of Anima! Industry, and tested on a large 
number of calves in Texas, and the results 
warrant the conciusion that this vaccine is 
a satisfactory remedy. It is desired, how. 
ever, before distributing this vaccine te 
stock owners in genera! to obtain a record 
of several thousand successful vacc'ina- 
tions. For this purpese a quentity of the 
vaceine will be distributed to such parties 
as may desire to make preliminary vacce!- 
nations and report the result to the bureau.

MARKET ON A BETTER BASIS.

The Gexeral Financia] Outlook Is Clear 
and Shows No Disturb- 
ing Elements. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—A halt has at 
last been made tn the upward progress of 
the stock market and as is usually the 
case, there has been a falling away in the 
volume of business. It ig not easy to de- 
sign any reasons for the checking of the 
advance other than technical ones. There 
has been some apprehension in regard to 
the condition of the corn and spring wheat 
crops and the reports concerning them, 
continue conflicting, but on the other hand 
the further advance in the price of wheat 
might be offered as a logical compensating 
development, Furthermore even the most 
pessimistic estimates of the spring wheat 
crop place it at figures which average well 
with the production of the last two years. 
The crop in 18% approximated 156,000,000 
bushels in the three large spring wheat 
States. The crop of 189 was 104,000,000 bush- 
els and the estimates for the present year 
range from 110,000,000 to 130,000,000 bushels. 
As for the money value of the yield the 


comparison is wholly in favor of the pres- 
ent year. Hence this change in the gen- 
eral situation in the past ten days <an 
hardly be accounted a sufficient explana- 
tion of the market's set ck. 

As there have been no other unfavorable 
developments in the meantime, and on the 
contrary, as railway earnings show large 
gains over last year, and as trade reports 
and other things show that a noteworthy 
rev.val of trade ‘6 in progress, it is neces- 
sary to seek some other reason for the 
impairment of the gtock market strength. 

Money market conditions have not changed 
materially with the week. Rates are main- 
tained at the s'tghtly higher level recorded, 
but at the close of the week an increased 
supply of money on time was to be noted. 
This came from the offerings of foreign 
bankers, who have sold bills on their coor- 
respondents and loaned the money in this 
market. Is is estimated that a large short 
interest exists in the exchange market, as 
a result of the sales of bills on this and 
speculative account, and imports of gold 
are not to be expected for some time. It is 
by no means des rable that importations of 
gcld should take place, if the stability of 
the European’ money market should be 
thereby disturbed, and they appear to be 
in more or less nervous conditions. It is 
by no means likely that any considerable 
amount of gold will be imported until the 
local money market has a material ad- 
vanoe, and none is within sight. 

The general financial outlook remains 
clear, and contains nothing that will be 
prety to cause a disturbance of confidence. 
In the opinion of many judges the stock 
market is in a much better condition by 
reason of its reaction. The advance was 
becoming too wild and too discriminating. 
It was constantly inducing the heavy for- 
eign liquidat.on which shows a diminution 
with the cessation ef the advance. Condi- 
tions have fully justified the degree of im- 
provement that has taken place. Nowhere 
more than in the stock market is the ad- 
monition to make haste slowly more perti- 
nent,

The great difficulty 
of procuring the feathers and the number 
of years required to complete this article 
of apparel constitute its chief claim to 
value 


There are cloaks like the one in the mu- 


ecum, but none in such a perfect state of 
preservation There are small shoulder 
capes in profusion, evidently having been 
owned by those In@moderate circumstances 
who could not afford to follow the royal 
design. Lady Brassey owns a cloak of the 
same dimensions as the one here, and esti-

The feather cape in the musuem formerly 
belonged to Kehnaskalani, one of the high- 
chiefs of the Sandwich Islands, who 
utilized it as a war cloak.
